SO. PLEASE ADVISE IMMEDIATELY. 

2. PLEASE ALSO SEND US PRIOR NOTIFICATION IF IT IS DECIDED 
TO RELEASE PRESIDENT THIEU'S LETTER (REFTEL). 

3. BEGIN TEXT. THE HONORABLE NELSON ROCKEFELLER, PRESIDENT 

OF THE SENATE OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, WASHINGTON, D.C. 
EXCELLENCY, AS THE NEW 94TH AMERICAN CONGRESS NOW STARTS ITS 
SESSIONS I SHOULD LIKE TO TAKE THIS OPPORTUNITY TO PRESENT TO 
YOU THE GREETINGS OF THE SENATE OF THE REPUBLIC OF VIET-NAM. 
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I HOPE THAT IN THE COMING YEARS THERE WILL BE MORE CONTACTS AND 
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EXCHANGES BETWEEN THE TWO LEGISLATIVE BODIES. I SHOULD LIKE ALSO 

TO EXPRESS TO YOU PERSONALLY MY CONGRATULATIONS ON YOUR TAKING 

OVER THE HIGH OFFICE OF VICE PRESIDENT OF THE USA ANDCONSEQUENTLY 

THE PRESIDENCY OF THE US SENATE. A UNIQUE POSITION WHICH 

ALLOWS YOU TO WORK EFFECTIVELY WITH THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH AS WELL AS W 

ITH 

THE LEGISLATIVE BRANCH OF YOUR GREAT COUNTRY. 

AS YOU CERTAINLY ARE AWARE. MY COUNTRY NOW IS FACING A VERY SERIOU 
S 

SITUATION RESULTING FROM THE POLICY OF RENEWED AGGRESSION BY NORTH 
VIET-NAM IN TOTAL DISREGARD OF THE PARIS AGREEMENT. THE PRESENT SITU 

ATION IS TOO SERIOUS TO BE OVERLOOKED. THEREFORE I AM TAKING THE 
LIBERTY TO PRESENT TO YOU THE CANDID PICTURE OF EVENTS, AS MY COUNTRY 

MEN AND MYSELF SEE IT FROM OUR NATIVE LAND. 

IN THE SPRING OF 1973, WE SIGNED THE PARIS AGREEMENT WITH GREAT 
HOPES. AFTER A QUARTER OF CENTURY OF ENDLESS FIGHTING WE WELCOMED TH 
E 

PARIS AGREEMENT. WE HOPED THAT THIS AGREEMENT WOULD BRING ABOUT A 
TRUE CEASE-FIRE AND ALLOW THE SOUTH VIETNAMESE PEOPLE TO DECIDE 
THEIR OWN POLITICAL FUTURE IN EXERCISING THEIR RIGHT OF SELF- 
DETERMINATION. WE WERE GIVEN TO UNDERSTAND THAT SHOULD IT COME TO 
THE WORST AND SHOULD THE NORTH VIETNAMESE RESORT AGAIN TO THE USE OF 
FORCE, WE WOULD BE PROVIDED WITH ADEQUATE MEANS TO DEFEND OURSELVES. 

TWO YEARS HAVE ELAPSED AND I AM AFRAID THAT WHAT WAS ONLY OUR 
INSTINCTIVE APPREHENSION AT THAT TIME, HAS NOW BECOME A BRUTAL REALIT 
Y: 

THE COMMUNIST SIDE HAS TOTALLY IGNORED THE AGREEMENT AND HAS EMBARKED 
AGAIN UPON THE COURSE OF RENEWED AGGRESSION. 

SINCE THE VERY BEGINNING THEY HAVE BLATANTLY VIOLATED ALL PROVISIO 
NS 

CONCERNING THE CEASE-FIRE AND THE REPLACEMENT OF WEAPONS IN SOUTH VIE 
T- 

NAM. AN ENORMOUS COMMUNIST MILITARY CAPABILITY HAS BEEN BUILT UP, 
AIRFIELDS REFURBISHED, NEW ALL WEATHER ROAD NETWORK CREATED DEEP INSI 
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SOUTH VIET-NAM TO THE CAMBODIAN BORDER. EVEN A NEW OIL PIPELINE IS 
ESTABLISHED FOR THE USE OF THE 800 NEW TANKS BROUGHT DOWN INTO SOUTH 
VIET-NAM AFTER THE CEASE FIRE. 

ON THE POLITICAL FRONT, THEY HAVE SUSPENDED SINE DIE THE NEGOTIATI 
ONS 

AT LA CELLE ST CLOUD DESPITE ALL OUR REITERATED APPEAL FOR RESUMPTION 
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OF 

TALKS WITHOUT ANY PRECONDITIONS. AS RECENTLY AS LAST OCTOBER THE 
COMMUNISTS WENT BACK TO THEIR OLD HARDENED POSITION OF 1969, ASKING 
FOR THE REMOVAL OF THE LEGALLY CONSTITUTED GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF 

VIETNAM BEFORE ANY FURTHER NEGOTIATION CAN TAKE PLACE. 

MEANWHILE COMMUNIST ATTACKS AGAINST OUR OUTPOSTS AND POPULATION 
CENTERS INCREASE TO THE HIGHEST TEMPO. THE RECENT CAPTURE OF THE 
PHUOC-LONG PRIVNCE IN NOT ONLY A MASSIVE VIOLATION OF THE AGREE-

THIS IS WHY TODAY I APPEAL TO YOU, MR. PRESIDENT AND TO ALL YOUR 
COLLEAGUES IN THE US SENATE TO CAREFULLY CONSIDER APPROPRIATE 
MEASURES TO HELP US FIGHT THIS NEW GENERALIZED COMMUNIST OFFENSIVE. 

IT IS NOT IN THE AMERICAN TRADITION TO LET DOWN AN ALLY IN NEED TO 
DEFEND ITSELF AND I HOPE THAT DESPITE THE FACT THAT ALL ACSRICAN TROO

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AS VIETNAMESE, WE WELCOMED THE PARIS AGREEMENT TO END THE WAR 
AND RESTORE PEACE IN VIET NAM FOR WE WRE CONVINCED THEN - AS NOW - 
THAT, CORRECTLY IMPLEMENTED, IT WOULD PROVIDE A SOLID BASIS FOR THE 
RESTORATION OF PEACE IN OUR LAND. 

ONLY THE CONTINUED PRESENCE OF NORTH VIETNAMESE TROOPS ON OUR 
TERRITORY MADE US APPREHENSIVE THAT HANOI WOULD TAKE ADVANTAGE 
OF EVERY OPPORTUNITY TO VIOLATE THE CEASEFIRE. THIS FEARR WAS SOON 
MATERTAT.T7.ED. RIGHT ON THE EVE OF THE CEASFIRE, HQE NORTHXZGETNAMESE

OUR COMMUNICATION LINES. THEY WERE DEFEATED BUT THAT DID NOT DIS-

AT ICCS PLANCES AND REFUSE TO PAY THEIR DUES TO KEEP THE INTER- 
NATIONAL BODY OF CONTROL AND SUPERVISION IN OPERATION. THEIR 
SYSTEMATIC OBSTRUCTIONS HAVE LED TO THE DEPARTURE OF CANADA FROM

THE RETURN OF OVER 26,000 PRISONERS OF WAR AND 5,081 CIVILIAN PRISONERS

THE COMMUNISTS CHOSE TO ANSWER SUCH EVIDENCE OF OUR GOOD FAITH 
BY INFILTRATING OVER 100,000 MORE TROOPS, PLUS 800 TANKSAND INNUMERABLE 

ANTI-AIRCRAFT AND ARTILLERY UNITS, BUILDING OR REBUILDING TWELVE 
AIRFIELDS, CREATING A WHOLE NEW NETWORK OF HIGHWAY TRANSPORT FOR THEIR 

TROOPS AND PIPELINES FAR DOWN THE CAMBODIAN BORDER, IN TOTAL AND 
FLAGRANT VIOLATION OF VERY CONCEIVABLE INTERPRETATION OF THE ONE-TO- 
ONE REPLACEMENT PRINCIPLE EXPRESSLY WRITTEN INTO THE AGREEMENT. 

TO MAKE SURE THAT NO ONE WOULD HAVE THE REMOTEST CHANCE OF MONITORING 
THESE ILLEGAL ACTIVITIES, THE COMMUNISTS TO THIS DAY REFUSE TO

COURAGED IN THEIR AGGRESSION, THEIR APPETITE WHETTED EVEN MORE BY THE 
REALIZATION THAT THE REPUBLIC OF VIET NAM IS GETTING LESS AND LESS

REDUCTION OF MILITARY AID TO VIET NAM. AS VICTIMS OF THIS LONG DRAWN 
OUT WAR, WE SHOULD KNOW MORE THAN ANYONE ELSE THE DESIRABILITY, NAY 
THE ABSOLUTE NECESSITY OF PEACE IN OUR LAND. WE CAN THEREFORE FULLY 
APPRECIATE ALL THE EFFORTS ENGAGED IN ON OUR BEHALF, ESPECIALLY IN

THAT WE APPEAL TO YOU, MR. SPEAKER, TO PLEASE CONVEY TO YOUR 
COLLEAGUES IN THE NEW CONGRESS OUR CONCERN ABOUT THE VERY 
SERIOUS SITUATION NOW PREVAILING IN SOUTH VIET NAM AS THE RESULT OF 
INADEQUATE SUPPLY OF EQUIPMENT NECESSARY FOR OUR SELF-DEFENSE. 
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SUPPLEMENTAL AID IS NEEDED NOT BECAUSE WE INTEND TO DO LIKE 
NORTH VIET NAM, FIGHTING OUTSIDE OUR FRONTIERS. WE ASK FOR YOUR 
ASSISTANCE ONLY TO INSURE THAT THE STRUCTURE OF PEACE AS ENVISIONED 
BY THE PARIS AGREEMENT HAS A CHANCE TO SUCCEED. MEANTIME, TO 
INSURE A POLITICAL SOLUTION TO THE VIET NAM CONFLICT, WE ALSO ASK 
THAT THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS BRING ALL PRESSURE TO BEAR ON THE 
NORTH VIETNAMESE SIDE SO THAT TALKS MAY BE RESUMED AND LEAD TO THE 
FINAL STAGE ENVISIONED BY THE PARIS AGREEMENT ON ENDING THE WAR AND 
RESTORING PEACE IN VIET NAM. 

ALL OUR PRAYERS ARE IN THAT DIRECTION. ALL OUR ACTIONS ARE ALSO 
AIMED AT ONLY THAT ONE GOAL, PEACE AND SELF-DETERMINATION FOR THE 
SOUTH VIETNAMESE PEOPLE AS EXEMPLIFIED BY OUR NUMEROUS CALLS FOR 
UNCONDITIONAL RESUMPTIONS OF TALKS. 

IN CLOSING, MAY I ON BEHALF OF THE HOWER HOUSE OF THE REPUBLIC 
OF VIET NAM SEND TO YOU, MR. SPEAKER, MY PERSONAL AND VERY BEST 
WISHES OF GOOD HEALTH AND SUCCESS. HERE ALSO, MAY I REITERATE 
TO YOU AND THROUGH YOU TO THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS THAT IN THE FACE 
OF THE ENEMY'S MILITANT BELLIGERENCY, WE THE SOUTH VIETNAMESE PEOPLE 
REAFFIRM OUR UNWAVERING STAND FOR PEACE. SINCERELY, NGUYEN BA CAN, 
SPEAKER OF THE HOUSE, CONGRESS OF THE REPUBLIC OF VIET NAM. END TEXT.
